THE COM MONW EALTH, 
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Gov. lTfceH Letter to th< Anti-Lecoinp- 
ton Meeting at Philadelphia. 

[COMCIXDED.] 

The truth is, there was obviously a sinister and 
anti -republican purpose in thus giving an unfair 
election as to a part, coupled with no election as 
to the whole. It was to force the people to adopt 
the Constitution framed by the Convention No 
man was allowed to vote for slavery who did not al 
•o vote for the Constitution ; and no nun was allow- 
ed k> vote against slavery who did uot vote for 
the Constitution. He might reject slaverv or 
adopt it, provided he would vo'e for the Constitu- 
tion; and if he voted against the Constitution, his 
vote for or against slavery was not allowed to be 
counted. 

This was not all. Th»- 14th section is worse 
than the iniquity of the 11th: 

Sec 14tb "Every person offering to vote at the 
aforesaid election, upon the said Constitution, 
•hall, if challenged, take an oath to support the 
Constitution of the United States, and to support 
this Constitution, if adopted, under the penalties 
of perjury under the territorial laws " 

The Democratic party had just come out of a 
severe and doubtful conflict with the Know Noth 
ing secret society, the most odious feature of 
which was a "teat oath." Now behold an honest, 
peaceful, law-abiding citizen approaching the 
poll.- in Kansas under this schedule; I imagine 
myself an ultra-Southern slaveholder put to the 
ordeal of a challenge under this clause of the 
schedule; I am anxious, very anxious, to record 
my vote for my right to hsld the chief part of the 
little property I own; I am told that I have the 
right, by the grant of the high Lecomptou Cou 
vention, to vote for or against property in slaves; 
I approach the polls to exercise the right; I am 
challenged; the Bible is held out to me to swear 
first to "support the Constitution of tli«- United 
Slates;" I ask why impose on me that oath; I urge 
that the obligation is binding ou me without the 
oath — that I love and obey the Constitution of 
the United States, and that it is made the su 
preme law of the land, binding of itself — but be 
ing willing to support that instrument, »and anx- 
ious to vole for my property, I assent to swear to 
support it. But 1 am told I must, in the second 
place, swear also to support the Lecomplon ' Con- 
stitution, if adopted, under the penalties of perju 
ry under the territorial laws " I redden into 
wrath under the insult of such an oath tendered to 
a freeman at the polls — to support a Constitution, 
if adopted, before its adoption! 1 denounce the 
obstacle to my freedom of election. It is in vain; 
I must take it or leave my property unprotected. 
I suppose — the supposition is almost intolerable — 
I take the oath; I am then, and tlun only, grant 
ed the privilege of voting. 1 vote for slirery, but 
against the Constitution lam then told that my 
note cannot be counted, yet J am sworn to support, 
if adopted, what I have noted against! 

Stung by insult, and then disfranchised, I go 
away maddened to violence by injustice, inequal 
ity, and insult added to injury ! Is that my act 
and deed? !s that Republican 7 If Caligula was 
a tyrant for posting laws too high to be read by 
the Roman people, what does this deserve to be 
called, which puts the whole and a part together, 
so that a miuority for the whole may prevail over 
a majority for or against the part? Is it uot the 
very hocus-pocus and legerdemain of keeping the 
promise to the ear of the people and breaking it 
to their hopes? I tell you thai no proud, tree 
oeople. will stand insult and outrage like this, 
and such despotism is enough to drive peaceful i 
and good citizens to violence lor a redress of 
grievances But the question is not whether the 
Lecomplon Constitution has been opposed unlaw I 
fully, but is it the act and deed of the sovereign j 
people, whose it purports to be — and is it republi- 
can in its submission by the schedule of the Le- 1 
compton Constitution? And mark, too, this test 
oath is applied when the Constitution is to be 
sent to Congress from a Territory for approval. — 
After takiug this oath, the casuist may determine 
whether he could, if the Constitution be adopted, 
oppose it before Congress, though he voted 
against it at the polls. 

But it is urged in the message that the people, 
if opposed to slavery, might have voted it out of 
the Consti ution on the 2lst of Decembei. I de* 
ny that they could have voted for or against sla 
very under this schedule, unless they voted also 
for the Constitution. As I have said, nine hundred 
and ninety-nine might have gone to the polls and 
voted for or against slavery, and yet have been 
out voted by one man, if they voted against the 
Constitution and the one voted for it. In a word, 
no one who voted agaiust the Constitution could 
vote at all. How unfair, then, to urge that those 
who were opposed to the Constitution, though for 
or against slavery, staid away from the polls on 
the 21sl of December, and let the election go by 
default. Could they have voted at all if they were 
against the Constitution? Could they be count- 
ed for or against slavery, unless they voted for 
the Constitution? Why hold the people respon- 
sible for not attending the polls, when, if they 
had attended them, they were not allowed to vote 
but in one way, uot all allowed to vote their own* 
way, and the minority of one was given the ma- 
jority of one over a thousand? Do you call this 
election 1 . Election has which of the two "at least 
to choose." But here there was no alternative 
but in respect to slavery, and that was not allowed 
unless you voted the one way on the Constitution. 
Such monstrous injustice and inequality never 
offended the moral sense of freemen before in 
this country. I cannot agree with the President, 
therefore, when he says: "It is impossible that 
any people could have proceeded with more regu 
laritv in the formation of a Constitution than the 
people of Kansas have done." The people of 
Kansas have not been allowed to hold a fair, 
free, and full election at all, though the whole 
Constitution was pretended to be submitted to 
them. No, not upon the part which the Presi 
dent says was alone submitted to them. 

You see, gentlemen, that I arrive at these 
facts from the face of the record— from the sched 
ale itself. I don't go into Kansas for evidences 
of fraud or any other fact. I don't go behind the 
sbedule which is annexed to the Lecompton Con 
stitution itself. It shows on its face a fact 
stronger than any proof, that the people did not 
vote — it shows that it was impossible for them to 
vote their sovereign will in a fair, free, and full 
election. Such an election cannot possibly be 
held under such a schedule. This Congress is 
bound to look at. I am bound in certain cases 
to cause the seal of this State to be affixed to 
papers for the purpose of authentication. I have 
no election. If the paper is proper to be certifi 
ed. I must affix the seal. But suppose that in 
the act of authentication, by affixing the seal, it 
appears to me that there is a doubt even whether 
the paper is the act and deed of the party whose 
act and deed it purports to be, must I not inquire 
whether it be the act and deed of the party ? If I 
affix authentication to what is uot his, I may do 
him irreparable damage. But suppose that it «p 
pears on the|face of the paper itself that it could'nt 
be hi6 act and deed — that he was not left a free 
agent, am I bound to eerily that to be his act and 
deed, which not only is not, but could not be his 
act and deed! Now", as I said in November, if 
the Convention had proclaimed this Constitution, 
and sent it to Congress, teiihout submitting it at 
all to the people, then Congress would have had 
•imply the evidence of the Convention, the repre 
sentative and agent, that this was the authorized 
instrument of their principals — the people. Evi- 
dence to the contrary wouldn't have appeared in 
the record and on the return itself. And we 
wouldn't have been authorized, if you please, to 
go behind the return of the Convention, or to 
have taken evidence aliunde, or admitted a plea 
to matter debars the record. But the Lecomptou 
Convention submitted their Constitution to pop 
ular approval or disapproval, ratification or rejec- 
tion. It purports to be the act of the people — 
not of the Convention only, but of the people 
also. The Convention did not fully and finally 
adopt it, and this schedule shows that the people 
did not, because they could not as it was propos 
ed. It is, then, neither the act of the Convention 
nor of the people. It is, in fact, adopted by 
neither, and couldn't be by the latter. 

If Congress received and adopts it as a State 
Constitution for Kansas under these circum- 
stances, will not Congress be intervening to im- 
pose a Constitution upon a people which is not 
their.? 



which bel< tigs to the people of 
Kansas alone — to all and all alike allowed by law 
to vote? Have all and all alike been allowed to 
vote? Were those who did vote allowed to vote 
against the Constitution as well as for it! 

We are told that we are to shut our eyes to 
the record. What evidence have we, then, that 
it is a Constitution at all? We are told, then 
that this is not the time to raise the question, de 
facto, whether it is the act and deed of the peo- 
ple of Kansas. When would be the time, when 
was the time, if it be not the time now, to in- 
quire whether this is a genuine Cousiiiutiou of 
the people of Kansas, and whether it is or not re 
publican, when these, and these only, are the 
questions before Congress' 

Why . it is asked, has the issue of fact been 
delayed so long? I answer, how could the issue 
be made up before the returns were made, and 
the evidence appeared on the record submitted 
to Congress? 

Ah! but we are told that it is inexpedient to 
raise this question at all; that expediency re- 
quires Congress to decide the question. When 
was it morally determined that the policy ol 
this nation should be governed by expediency 
rather than by justice or fight 1 But what right 
has Cougress 'to set up its decrees of expediency 
over and above the sovereign rights of a people 
to free and fait election? Is expediency to be 
carried so far as to allow Congress to intervene 
so as to set its will over the w ill of the people of 
Kansas, or to substitute its will for theirs, and to 
give a minority Constitution to a majority? This 
would be intervention with a vengeance, in the 
teeth ol non intervention, so much exclaimed for 
by those who advocate this Constitution! 

But the President offers an inducement to the 
anti-slavery party in Kansas by saying: "If a 
majority of them" (the people) "desired to abol- 
ish domestic slavery within the State, there is no 
other possible mode by which this can be effect- 
ed so speedily, as by prompt admission " This 
hint is somewhat dangerous in point of policy. — 
It cuts both ways. It might, be asked whether 
this commends itseli to pro slavery gentlemen 
who are advocating the "prompt admission." — 
Some of them once repealed laws protecting and 
establishing slavery iu Kanr- iv They had better 
not make it too apparent in the South that 
"prompt admission" would most speedily unmake 
the slavery there which was restored by the 
Dred Battt decision. But this was not the ftm\- 
dent's tair meaning He meant to say only that 
it was in his opinion the speediest way to obtain 
a fair vote l»v the people. In other words, Con- 
gress is to do a thing in order that it may be im 
mediau-ly undone! Why do it to be undone?— 
Is Congress to give the Territory a Constitution 
obnoxious to a majority iu order that that major 
ity iu iv Imivc State sovereignty to put it to the 
tortures of its indignation? Why not rather al 
low the sovereign people directly aud at once to 
select lor themselves the form of government 
they prefer, instead of submitting to their pas 
sions an instrument which the argument admits 
they abhor? Would it be less trouble, or take 
less time, to reler the matin back to their decis 
ion, and to avoid the i«sues which might and 
would arise under an adopted and admitted Con- 
stitution which undertakes to bind the sovereign- 
ty of the people, not to change their form of gov- 
ernment before Anno Domino 18IJ4? By authen- 
ticating this instrumeut by the arbitrary interven- 
tion of Cougress, every sort of question of vest- 
ed right and of bounden sovereignty would arise. 
By "leavitig the people perfectly free to elect 
their own form of government in their own way, 
without fear, force, fraud, or intervention, those 
issues and worse would be avoided." 

The agitation iu Kansas would be intense, to 
adopt this Lecompton instrumeut. aud the ex- 
citement there would be roused in a new and 
more fearful form than ever, aud remain still iu 
Congress, the Cabinet, and the country un'tver 
sally. I proposed, on the contrary, in my Tarn 
many letter, that Congress should not decide the 
question of fact, but refer it back to the Ttrrito- 
riul legislature for submission under Territorial 
law, to the whole of the legal voters, under a 
lair, free, and full election. This was done both 
in the case of Wisconsin and Michigan, under 
cases involving the principle of this case of ref- 
erence aud submission This imposes no con 
dition of admission, but receives the State into 
the Union provisionally — provided onlv that the 
Constitution is the will of the people, fairly and 
legally polled. 

And why impose this Constitution of a minor- 
ity on a majority? Cui bono? Does any south- 
ern v man imagine that this is a practicable or suf 
fetable way of miking a slave State? Who be- 
lieves now that Kansas will be made a slave 
State, or kept one for any time, by the admission 
of this Constitution? Who will carry a slave 
State there now to become a bone of contention 
in a border war? the sport of violence, and fraud, 
and force, like that which basso long endangered 
person and property, and political franchise, in 
that unhappy battleground of sectional feuds? 
To what end is this thing to be done, if speedily 
it is to be undone with State authority, created 
to drive slave property from the Territory? 

We have proudly, heretofore, contended only 
for equality andjustice; but if this be wantonly 
done, without winning a stake — the power of a 
slave State thereby — it will be worse than vain. 
It will be snatching power per fas aut nefas, to be 
lost "speedily" with the loss of something far 
more worth than political votes — our moral pres- 
tige. If we are not willing to do justice, we 
cau't ask for justice, if we can't agree to equali 
ty, we must expect to be denied it. It is our 
bull goring the anti slavery ox. Suppose we 
had had a majority of slaveholders iu that Ter 
ritory: suppose a miuority of Abolitionists had 
gotten the census and registry into their hands, 
and had kept fifteen out of thirty four counties 
out of the Convention: suppose they had formed 
a Constitution with a clause prohibiting slavery, 
and had sent it to Congress without submitting 
it to a majority of the legal voters; or suppose 
they had submitted all parts of the Coustitution 
to the popular vote, except the one clause prohib- 
iting slavery, knowing it would be voted down if 
submitted to the majority of the people; suppose 
such a "boot on the other leg" had been submit- 
ted to Congress, and we had then heard the abso 
luteness of a Convention contended for by Black 
Republicans, demanding of Congress to sustaiu 
the doctriue of "legitimacy." I tell you every 
Southern man would have been iu arms and 
would be roused to the shedding of blood, rather 
than submit to Cougress fastening upon a major- 
ity of pro-slavery people an arbitrary rescript of 
a mere Convention, unauthorized to proclaim its 
Constitution without an express grant. This is the 
same, principle, accompanied by trickery and 
fraud. "We are willing to do unto others as we 
would have them do unto us." The Southern 
people ask for no injustice; no inequality. 

We are told that "prompt admission" of Kan- 
sas as a State will end the agitation in Congress 



and localize it in Kansas. What is the Kansas 
question? Is it local to Kansas? No. It never 
can be local again. It has prevaded all places 
and all classes in our country. Let Congress in- 
dorse this schedule of legerdemain, let the South 
insist on it, let the Northern Democracy be re- 
quired to consent to the injustice, and the pre 
cedent becomes of universal application and cita- 
tion against us for all time. Not only will the 
example plead, but it will be a plea in continu- 
ous cases of similar import and danger, rising 
successively as long as our vast territories to the 
Pacific shall be filling up. It comes up again 
and again, everv vear, from territories extending 
from Mesilla Valley to Dacotah. Flatter not 
ourselves, then, that any mode of adjustment 
will do because it is the "speediest" for Kansas. 
It is all essential that the settlement shall bejust 
and right and equal. If not, it is sure to be 
mischievous to that party which has snatched 
power without right, and done wrong that good 
may come ot it. To do justice is always the best 
policy. If all would "demand only what is right 
and submit to nothing that is wrong," injustice 
and oppression could never be perpetrated or tol- 
erated. 

The ulterior effect of adopting the Lecompton 
Constitution, with iu schedule annexed, will be 
worse than referring back the question to the 
Territorial decision. It will arraign this Ad 
ministration and the Democracy and the South 
for demanding more than is right, and for forcing 
resistance to wrong. It will be jagging the lion 
ol a majority whilst the hand of a minority is in 
its mouth. It will return the chalice to our own 
lips when the Kansas question again and again 



arises in North Texas, in New Mexico, in Me 
silla Valley, and in all our boundless domain of 
unsettled aud fast settling territory. It will drive 
from us thousands of honest Democrats in the 
North, who can willingly stand by us for justice 
and equality, Out who must leave us w hen we de- 
mand more and refuse justice and equality to oth- 
ers, li will raise the Black Republican flag over 
the Capitol in the next struggle for power, and 
that, then, will raise the last die d issue ot union 
or dis-union! Are noisome aiming to drive us 
to such exuemeties as will raise that issue past 
beiug laid? 

For my part geutlemen, I address you as the 
friend of Mr. Buchanan and his Administration. 
They have my best wishes aud warmest friend- 
ship, and I would save both from danger and de 
feat. 1 trust in their pure and patriotic motives, 
but 1 regard much more the Democracy, the 
South, and the Union, and I am anxious for their 
fate. As for myself, I fear nothing when stand- 
ing on the right, in spite of friends and foes. 

I received your letter yesterday morning, and 
have written this in great haste, to be in time for 
the mail this evening. You will please see that 
it is correctly published. I have not time to re 
vise aud condense it.

News from Mexieo. 

The following extract from La Sociedad — re- 
actionist or conservative journal at the capital — 
of 22d, affords a short history of the hostili- 
ties now happily or unhappily ended for a brief 

period: 

Since the 11th inst., to date (22d,) have pass 
ed eleven days of mortal auguish for Mexico. — 
The city has been converted into an immeuse 
fortress. On the same 11th, Comoufort again and 
despairingly called to his aid the enthusiastic 
[exaltados)' Democrats of Mexico. His forces 
have been until yesterday face to face with the 
pronunciados, covering his different positions. — 
On ISM 15th the fight commenced with al. arms. 
The morning of the lbth the fire was ceremoui- 
ouslv (or seriously) renewed ou both sides; then 
after an armstiee.'whicb^terminated at 4j.; P.M., 
the combat was renewed in a more brisk and 
more general manner, being prolonged for an 
hour and a half AtSo'clock of the same even 
ing a new suspension of hostilities was stipulated, 
the duration of which was forty eight hours, the 
object ot which was lo enter into coiiveutions 
(agreements) proposed by Comonfort. 

At 8 o'clock in the evening of the l?th hostili 
ties were accordingly reopened between the bel 
ligerent forces. ThelDlh it continued with more 
vigor, the fire being weli sustained aud general 
in all the positions. On this day Gen Licaga, 
with his troops and some others of the govern- 
ment, joiued the ranks of the army of restoration. 
But day before yesterday, the 20th — a terrible 
day among those which signalize the history of 
our revolutions — was the most notable, and per 
haps will decide the great question of the princi 
pies of public order. 

On the morning of that day a powerful column, 
commanded by the chiefs Osollo and Miraraou, 
sallied forth from the citadel to attack the strong 
position of the Acordada. The assault begau 
immediately, with an activity, order, aud decis- 
ion that proved irresistible. The hostile position 
could not long resist the musketry aud heavy 
grape of the regenerating troops, and it was 
speedily occupied in full force, all the soldiers of 
the garrison becomiug prisoners o> war. 

Dismay spread thenceforth iu all the other hos- 
tile positious; in them all was disorder aud dis- 
concert. The dispersion soon became general, 
the fire continuing in the meantime against the 
points occupied by the government. At seven 
o'olock iu the evening, Comonfort gave his last 
order as general in chief; the forces in Sau Fran- 
cisco (a convent) evacuated that strong point; all 
other points were successfully evacua ed, aud the 
entire force (i. e., of the government) coucentra'^d 
in the palace. 

Finally dawn broke on the 21st, and the entire 
city was already delivered over to the discretion 
of the regenerating troops. Comoufort had aban- 
doned the palace, going forth a fugitive, accom 
panied by a tew persons, and Mexico began to 
breathe freely and lo yield herself peacefully to 
her accustomed activity. 

The foregoingjournal of operations says uever 
a word about the great loss of life which must 
have been the inevitable result of thousauds of 
people shooting at each other for days, even 
though Mexican marksmen are generally snugly 
enscoused behind four foot walls. 

A junta of representatives to name a Chief of 
State, in conformity to the plan of Tacubaya, 
was appointed. 

The junta named as Provincial President Gen. 
Zuloaga by tw enty six votes against one for Gen. 
Echeagary. and another (one) lor General San- 
ta Anna. This election took place at 7 o'clock ou 
the evening of the 22d. 

Thus 1 have given an epitome of the eleven 
memorable days, and will now proceed to other 
branches of the same all absorbing theme. I 
will here observe, before it escapes memory, that 
of the representatives of the different States 
whose names are given above perhaps not oue- 
fourth hsve ever been in or are at all known in 
the States which they are supposed to represent, 
nor have the States been consulted in the nomi 
nations. This is "representation" with a ven- 
geance, aud 1 mention it en passant that you may 
know what to expect from some of those States 
when they shall be heard lrom. 

This afternoon our Governor has published an 
order commanding all foreigners within the 
State immediately to report themselves to the 
nearest authority. Also all persousnot in public 
employ are to deliver up their arms in forty eight 
hours, uuder penalty in such cases made and 
provided. This, taken in connection with the 
fact that our gates have i-een closed for some davs, 
makes us leel very much as though we were iii a 
state of seige — though I rather fancy the upshot 
of it all with the authorities will turn a triple 
sumerset anddispronouncc over again — i. e. swal- 
low the plan of Tacubaya, Zuloaga and all; in 
a word, go the entire swine— bristles, tusks, tail. 
&c. 

But the National Guard and Young Mexico — 
won't they resist? Bless your soul, no. The 
rank and file of the National Guard have had 
enough of playing soldier the last two and a half 
years. Besides what have they to fight for? — 
There is no principle involved of peculiar interest 
to them — comprising, as the corps does, the la 
boring classes— and the whole affair originating 
and ending in personal ambition. Moreover, 
they have no leader, their officers are not worth 
a pinch of gunpowder — the men knowing by past 
experience they'll leave them in the lurch the 
moment they fancy ther's any danger to their 
precious selves. At least asi corre la vox. Of 
course I speak of the National Guard of this 
place. Better things may be expected from other 
parts of the republic. 

I have thus given a rough sketch of existing 
affairs. It requires no vaticinor to predict the 
immediate result. A prophet of the past can 
easily do that. You may look out then for a 
grand row before a great while among the gen- 
erals who have seized the government. Each 
one will wish to be boss. No one will yield to 
the others. What then? Why, they all recoa, 
nize in "his Most Serene Highness" the head 
devil of the entire pandemouium, and will hasten 
to recall him. He'll come back very reluctantly, 
of course (he always does), play over his role 
again for a year or two, bag his new plunder, 
and slope for the fourth or fifth time — I really 
forget which. Certainly the past would justify 
such a conclusion.

wheat annually, aud have done this on the same 
land for the last eighty years, and it produces 
good crops. They use Mexican implements 
altogether. C*rn sells at Fort Buchan- 
an, eighty miles distant, for five cents per pound, 
and here at three. This country is undoubtedly 
very rich in mineral wealth. Portlin's miues, 
Sonora mining company, are inexhaustible in 
ore. Miners here regard it as au extraordinary 
mine. From what 1 can learn and see, I am con- 
vinced that this is oue of the richest mineral sec- 
tions of North America. It is uot strange that it 
is not developed wheu we consider how long the 
wealth of California lay sleeping under Spanish 
possession. The Apaches have harrassed the 
frontiers for one hundred years, and are perhaps 
as bad as ever, but 1 have faith in believing that 
they will soon be cleared out. Although this is 
a fine stock country, yet there is but little here, in 
cousequence of the aforesaid individuals appropri- 
ating them to their own use. At this place all the 
cattle are driven up at night and placed in cor 
raU. The herdsman carries his gun to protect 
himself and be prepared for the Apache. How 
ever, the people of Tucson are none the loser, as 
they have several times goue out and captured 
stock from the Apaches, who are not brave, and 
will uot fight unless they have the advantage.

Lf" An official table shows that the expendi 

tures of the Federal Government during the 
quarter ending December 31, 1857, were about 
ten millions of dollars more than the receipts in 
the same time. Of the disbursements, $3,284,- 
16* 66 were of an ordinary character. In the 
of October the return of government stock 
is quite rapid, and ran up to more 
two millions in a short time. The surplus, 
r, ran down so fast and so far undar this 
that the Secretary was compelled to 
withdraw his proposals and redeem bo more stock. 
The rapid decrease in the revenue from customs 
changed the entire financial programme of the 
Treasury Department, and forced the Government 
into an issue of Treasury notes.

The same style ot things, statistics of crime in 
our city, present; indeed, nearly three fourths <>l 
all the money expended lor prison and poor 
houses, in our great cities, goes by reason of the 
presence of foreign vagabonds among us. Tax 
payers are bled profusely to support European 
lazz.ironi and loafers. Let the reader wei^h well 
the figures we give, and which materially tell 
the story of Philadelphia, as well as they do for 
New York: 12,77** arrests tor crime in three 
months, 10,279 of these foreigners, and "000 
Irish! Teu-tweliilis of the whole amount of 
crime of foieign growth, and three-fourts ol that 
from "swate Ireland!" Well may "Old Molly" 
boa6t that she has taken possession of us, body 
and soul. Never was conquest more perfect.

Mr. KING said: 

Mr. Speaker. I beg the indulgence of t ic Sen- 
ate lor a few moments, whilst 1 give my reasons 
lor opposing tlie discharge oi lue oouiiuiUee It 
will be recollected Wat aOout ttic middle of the 
session, the Senate passed a Ms! apnoriiouiug the 
State into representation and Senatorial districts, 
and sent that bill to the House of Representa- 
tives lor lis approval or t ejection Toe domi 
naul party in lliu Seuate, tuougiu then and be 
licve no w, W it the hill sent to the House was a 
t.nr and constitutional bill, giving to both parlies 
a one pioporliou of representation t ti both 
branches, as lar as population and geographical 
pusitioL would admit. They werecarelul iu ar- 
ranging said bill so as to obviate as much as pus 
sible any objection thai might be urgeU against 
it, by the dominant auu opposing party in the 
House. Instead ol the House carefully "compar 
iug our bill with the constitution, auu cousider.ng 
it with calmness and due Jelibcr.iiton as become 
legislators, thcy.in hot haste, rejected our bill, 
auu substituted one ot their own in its place, ami 
then ent it to the Seuate. The subject being 
one of vital importance to We whole people ol 
the State, and really of more importance tin.- ses 
siou than iiny oilier act of legislation, because 
it was required by the constitution, which we 
have all sworn to support, MM Senate by its or 
det relerred the House bill to the appropriate 
committee for investigation aud consideration, 

hi. ti co in mil tee, alter more than two w ecus care 
tui iiive.-tigalioii, repotted the bill back to the 
Senate, with the opinion thai it ought not to pass, 
because its provisions were in conflict with thai 
clause of the constitution, winch declares tliat 
'•representation shali be equal and utiii'orm; ' 
and because, lurther, that unnatural and uiigeo 
graphical district were lonneii, some under and 
others largely over the ralio, thus forming ai.d 
lorcing districts tor partisan puiposes. 

For instance the House bill gu es the county ot 
Jetlerson bui one member, when by the clear let 
lei ot the Constitution, she is entitled to two 
members in the House ol Repr seuUlivcs; aud 
so with the gailant county of Slieloy, and other 
couulies ol the State. vVe are not at a loss to 
know, sir, why such a biil was thus formed, much 
we look back for a few years, and see what pat U 
has triumphed at the polls. 

1 regret, sir, that tlie opposition has thrown iu 
to this discussion, and upon such a question as tin-, 
such bitter party feciiug. It is a questiou that 
•JmNsU rise above and oeyond party, aud ue de- 
cided calmly, in view oi our oaths and the Con 
slitution, aud 1 trust that the committee w.ll nut 
be discharged lioiil the .uit:ier consideration ol 
ihe subject until MM UmU hi >meui of this session, 
but iu a spirit of couci.iation and compromisi 
agaiu meel llie House committee aud MUNMMlj 
go to work aud MMI a compromise bill that will 
meet ttie views of a majority of both Houses, 
and the requisitions ol the constitution.

Ihe .Mm sum Act 

The following is a copy of the act reported by 
Judge Douglas for the admission of .M'nnesola. 
and which Bright, Fitch, Joues, of iov\.,. aim 
Pugh, of Ohio, will not allow to be coiim u i ed- 
because its passage will admit Sinelds aud Rice. 
The act reads: 

A Biil /or the admission o' the Stale oj Minntsoia 
into the Union. 

Whereas, Au act of Congress was passed Feb 
ruary twenty -six, eighteen hundred and filly sev- 
en, entitled, "An act to authorize trie people ol 
the Territory of Minnesota to form a Coustitu 
lion aud Siale government preparatory to their 
admission into the Union on an equal footing 
with the original State-:" .aid, whereas, the pco 
pie ol said Territory did, on Hit- twenty ninth day 
of August, eignteeu hundred and fifty seven, by 
delegates elected for that purpose, form for them 
selves a Constitution and State government, 
which is republican iu torm, and was ratified and 
adopted by the people, at an election held on the 
thirteenth day of October, eighteen hundred aud 
fifty seven, for that purpose, iu pursuauce of said 
act of Congress; therelore — 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repr e- 
sentatioesof tlie United States of America in Con 
gress Assembled, That the State of Minnesota 
shall be one, and is hereby declared to be one ol 
the United Suites of America, and admitted 
into the Uuiou on an equal footing with the ori- 
ginal States iu all respects w hatever. 

§ 2. And b: it further enacted. That said Stile 
shall be entitled to one representative, and such 
additional representatives, iu Cougress, as the 
population ol said State, according to the censu- 
authorized by the act approved February twenty- 
six, eighteen hundred aud fifty seven, shall -li i\\ 
it to be entitled to according to the present ralio 
of representation, and no more. 



Fr/tTHtR from Mhxico.- The Extraordinary 
states that the representatives ol the foreign pow- 
ers had acknowledged the new Government, and 
argues that such was their duty.

Washinton, Feb. 1G, 1858. 
The Lecompton Investigation Committee ol 
the House met to organize last evening. Al- 
though the House, altera resort to parliament;!! \ 
maneuvies on the part of the minority to prevent 
any investigation, ordered, in the most decided 
terms and the most equivocal manner, that there 
should be one. to make clear to all whether or 
not the Lecompton constitution had the approval 
of the people of Kausas, the committee su stan 
tially voted that there should be no such iuvesti 
gation. 

The majority of the committee voted down all 
inquiries iuto the legality ol the voles, tho re 
turns, the frauds, &c, of the election held on the 
4th day of January last. This is important, when 
it is remembered that on that day there was not 
only a vote on the Lecompton constitution but also 
a vote for State officers. The country desire, 
and those who voted for the investigation on the 
part of the House desires, 1 am sure, that tin 
cloud of doubt which rests upon these votes shall 
be lifted; and it is upparent that this can be done 
alone by Cougress or one of its committees. 

It was also intimated by the majority of the 
committee that the inquiry shall be closed this 
week. It seems, therefore, that no valuable in 
quiry will be prosecuted. 

0*The Herald'9 Washington correspondent 
says: 

The Senate committee on Territories will re- 
port against the admission of Oregon at this time, 
on the ground that she has not sufficient popula 
tion, that no urgent necessity exists for her im 
mediate admission, aud that her citizens do not 
desire it.
